.Washing ton towu iship 
are errorless.

OLD AERONAUT BADLY HURT 


Only One Accident Marked the Open­ 
ing of the Indianapolis Meeting of 
Bird Men, and This May Have Seri­ 
ous Consequences— Brookins Makes 
New Record For Altitude, Forcing 


His Machine to Height of 4.384 Feet. 


Indianapolis, June 14.—Though the 
attendance at the first day ’s national 
aviation meet Avas disappointing with 
the management and the opening event 
was postponed for an hour to await 
the coming of a crowd, this was the 
only disappointment of the day , for the 
flights Avere all that were ex pected, 
and some even more. 
An aeroplane 
in which Avas Orville W right made two 
circuits of the track in a try -out. There 
was no practicing maneuvering, as the 
machine glided into the air easily and 
sought a height of seventy -five feet, 
fly ing in a northerly direction until it 
reached the edge of the course, the 
aviator bringing it around the same 
circle in the air that m arks the turn 
in the speedway . 
He then rose to 125 feet, and at this 
altitude made two laps of the course. 
After completing the last lap he show­ 
ed his m astery over the craft by fly ing 
to a point over the center of the course 
and performing two complete circles 
in the air. 
He then drifted to the north turn, 
brought his machine around when not 
more than five feet above the ground, 
and headed again towrard the south. 
The aeroplane was lowered until it al 
most touched the ground. 
It fairly 
skimmed over the 
grass and came 
down with the precision of a bird at 
the ex act spot from which it started. 
The machine was the last one of five 
to arrive in Indianapolis. 
The flight 
was preliminary to the regular pro­ 
gram of events. 
W alter S. Brookins, the star of the 
flight corps of pilots, opened the reg­ 
ular program with four laps around the 
one mile and a half course, in 6:45. 
He averaged one minute and fifty -five 
seconds to the lap. 
A. O. Welch then 
followed Jn another W right biplane 
making one lap around the course in 
2:32. Brookins came back In the same 
machine in Avhich his first flight was 
made and went through some rem ark 
able maneuvers. 
He ascended to 
height estim ated at 330 feet, and drove 
his machine in every direction, making 
the figure 8 and then reversing his 
machine over the same course. 
He 
Avas in the air eight m inutes and forty 
five seconds. 
A. O. Welch and Ralph 
Johnstone and Brookins and F. P. Cof 
fy n nex t made ascensions in two dif­ 
ferent machines at the same time in a 
contest for aeroplanes carry ing two 
aviators. 
Welch and Johnstone re­ 
mained in the air twelve minutes and 
forty seconds and completed six laps 
of the course. 
Brookins and Coffvn were up four 
m inutes and completed tAvo laps of the 
course. Brookins nex t made an aseen 
sion in an attem pt to break the alti 
tude record. 
President A. B. Lambert 
of the Aero club of St. Louis, repre 
senting the Aero Club of America, held 
the instrum ent from which the height 
was determined. 
Brookins left the 
regular aviation course and went far 
outside the speeedway limits. He kept 
going higher and higher, from 500 feet 
to 1,200 feet, and then it was announc 
ed that the instrum ent operated by 
Lam bert shoAved a height of 2,09 3 feet 
Paulhan’s world’s record for height is 
4,165 feet. 
Brookins was in the air 
eighteen minutes and twenty -two sec 
onds. Brookins made another attem pt 
later In the day to break the world’s 
altitude 
record, and was successful 
He ascended in the same machine in 
which the trial was made earlier in 
the day , and 
reached a height of 
4,38 4^ feet. 
He was in the air thirty 
minutes and twenty -two seconds. 
The only accident of the day oc 
curred when Captain G. L. Bumbaugh 
took out an Indianapolis machine for 
a trial and had risen about six ty feet 
when he lost control of the machine 
It wabbled in the air for a few mo­ 
ments, then turned completely over 
and fell to the ground. 
The aviator 
was caught under a part of the ma 
chine and had his head and shoulders 
badly bruised.

It is not generally % known 
that 
though the 
United 
States 
is the 
y oungest of the great nations of the 
world, its flag is older than th at of 
any other nation. 
The flag of England, in its distinc­ 
tive form of the Union Jack, dates 
back only to 1801. 
The French tricolor was adop ted 
in 1794. 
The German and Italian banners 
are no older than the ex isting regimes 
of those countries. 
* 
The Sp anish first established their 
flag in 1785, 
while the 
stars 
and 
strip es was established by resolution 
of the American continental congress 
June 14, 1777. 
The earliest suggestion of stars as 
a device for an American ensign p ri­ 
or to their adop tion in 1777, was in 
the M assachusetts Sp y of M arch 10, 
1774, p ublished in a song written for 
the anniversary of the Boston m as­ 
sacre (March 5) in which the writer 
11 retells the triump h of the American 
ensign in the following words: 
A ray of bright 
glory now 
beams 
from afar. 
The American ensign now sp arkles 
like a star. 
Which 
shall 
shortly 
flame 
wide 
through the skies. 
The earliest known instance of the 
thirteen strip es being used up on the 
American banner is 
found up on a 
standard 
p resented 
to the 
Phila­ 
delp hia troop of Light Horse, by its 
cap tain, in 1775, and 
moreover the 
Union flag of the thirteen united col­ 


o n ic- raised at W ashington’s head­ 
q u a r te r at Cambridge. Mass., Jan. 
2. 
1 1 1 6 . had their thirteen red and 
white strip es, ju-t as they ap p ear to­ 
day ; 
hut it also had the crosses of 
St. George and St. Andrew on a blue 
field in the up p er left hand corner. 
The fir-t recorded “legi-lative a c ­ 
tion/* by the American congress in 
- ‘--ion at Philadelp hia. Pa., for the 
adop tion of the stars and strip es, 
was in resolution offered 
Saturday . 
June 14. 1777. as follows; 
Resolved, that the flag of the th ir­ 
teen I nited States he thirteen strip es 
alternate red and white; 
that the 
union he thirteen -tars, white in the 
hint* field, rep resenting a new con­ 
stellate n. 
Although this resolution was not 
officially p romulgated by the secre- 
tarv of e >ugre-s until Sep tember 3. 
1 / i 7. it seems well authenticated that 
tlm first flag hoisted 
a s the “ stars 
and strip es” was unfurled by Cap - 
t¡in Step hen White on Friday . Aug. 
6. 1777. over Ft. Stnnwix , commonly 
k>",wn a- Ft. Schuy ler, then a mili­ 
tary p o st on the 
p resent 
-ite of 
R. mo. Oneida county . 
New 
York. 
This flu- was hastily 
constructed 
from a soldier’- white shirt, an of­ 
ficer - blue coat and a woman’s red 
flannel p etticoat. 
The stars and strip es were also 
cat lied at the battle of Brandy wine, 
Sep tember 11. 1777. and thenceforth 
in all the battles of the Revolution. 
There is no satisfactory evidence 
however, that any flag hearing the 
urn n of the stars had been in p ublic 
use before the resolution of June 14, 
1777. 


S o o n after the adop tion of the 
star- and strip es they were hoisted 
on all 
the 
vessels of the 
United 
States. 
The first ap p earance was on 
the small vessel commanded by Oap t. 
John Paul 
Jones. 
sailing cn the 
Schuy lkill, disp lay ing the new flag fo 
show tho p eop le what their future 
ensign would be. 
The first ship to unfurl the stars 
and strip es and to convey them to a 
foreign country was the Ranger, also 
commanded bv Cap tain Jones. 
He 
hoisted the new flag about Novehber 
1. arriving at a French p ort Decem­ 
ber 1. 1777. 
On February 14. 1778, 
the first salute 
was 
given to the 
American flag by foreign naval ves­ 
sels. 
On the 28th of January , 1778, 
the stars and strip es 
for the first 
time waved over a foreign fortress. 
Our navy held, for two day s, Ft. 
Nassau, New 
Providence. 
Bahama 
island. 


November 8, 1867, the stars and 
strip es were first unfurled in Alaska, 
and in 1898, on the following islands, 
cap tured by the United States of 
America from Sp ain: 
May 1 and 
August 13, Philip p ines; May 12 and 
August 17, Cuba; 
July 25, Porto 
Rico; 
officially raised on 
Hawaii 
islands, August 12, 1898. 
The credit of designing the stars 
and strip es is undoubtedly due to 
General Washington. 
Both stars and 
strip es, others have considered were 
suggested by the arm s and crest of 
his family , which by singular coin­ 
cidence contained both. 
Lossing, in his history , states that 
a Mrs. Lewis of Woodlawn, Va., has 
the little robe in which Washington 
was bap tized, which is made of white 
silk, lined with 
blue 
ribbon, our 
national colors. 
The terms of describing a flag are 
the same as those ap p lied in heraldry 
to the corresp onding p art of a shield. 
With these heraldic insignia in his 
mind, W ashington, aided by a com­ 
mittee authorized by the continental 
congress to design a suitable flag for 
the nation, p resented a rough draw ­ 
ing to Mrs. Ross, which, up on hei 
suggestion, was redrawn by Genera 
Washington in p encil, in 
her back 
p arlor at her residence, 239 Arch 
street. Philadelp hia, Pa., and there 
Mrs. Ross made the stars and strip es 
under the p ersonal sup ervision am 
direction of W ashington, between the 
I dates of May 23 and June 7, 1777 
The flag thus designed was adop t­ 
ed by congress, and was 
the first 


j s t a r s and strip es to be officially rec­ 
ognized by the thirteen States of the 
Union. 
The stars and strip es remained un­ 
changed 
for about 
eighteen 
y ear 
after their ad< p tion in 1777. 
By this 
time two more States (Yermont am 
Kentucky ) had been admitted into 
the union and on January 15, 1794 
congress enacted— 
That from and after the first day 
of May . 1 i 95, the flag of the Unite< 
State- be fifteen strip es,

Section 2. And bo it further enact 
ed that on the admission of ever 
new States into the union one sta 
he added to the union of the flag, an 
that such addition shall take effect 
on the fourth day of July nex t sue 
Gooding such adminission. 
The first flag of the p resent design 
was made by the wife of Cap t. Sam 
uel H ester Reid, who so 
heroicall 
commanded the 
famous “brig 
w ar” General Armstrong at 
Fay 
Roads. Azores islands, in 1814. 
Mr 
Reid was assisted by several p atr 
otic y oung ladies at her residence on 
Cherry , street. New York City , anc 
the flag was first unfurled over th 
cap ital of the United States Ap r 
13. 1818. 


There was no change, however, i 
the navy until 1847, when the star 
were arranged in p erp endicular lino 
The arrangem ent of the stars in th 
arm y has nearly alway s been in hoi 
zontal or p arallel rows across th 
blue field, but not alway s in vertica 
rows; 
the effect, however, 
bein 
ab rut the same as in the naval flaj 
Hereafter, there will he no difference 
between the arm y and navy in the
